Heronsgate pupils learn about risks on the web

PRIMARY school pupils 
have been learning about 
the risks - as well as the 
benefits - of the internet 
and modern technology. 

Heronsgate primary school 
in Thamesmead held their 
own E-Safety Week to get 
their heads round the web. 

Key Stage Two pupils 
learned valuable lessons - 
from dealing with Cyber 
Bullying to understanding 
how people can misrepresent 
themselves online. One class 
communicated with a 
pretend 10-year-old on a 
social networking site, and at 
the end of the session the 
child was revealed as a 
member of staff. 

Kathy aged nine, said: 
“We’ve learned never to give 
personal details to someone 
you don’t know.” Treasure, 
also nine, added: “I have 
really enjoyed E -safety Week 
as I have learned valuable 
lessons about not opening 


sites you are not sure about 
in case you get a virus.” 

Heronsgate is one of the 
few schools locally to have 
obtained the National ICT 
Mark for their pioneering 
work in this field. The school 
has written its own advanced 
ICT curriculum and has over 
100 computers in use every 
day. 

Headteacher Nicholas 


Prockter told GT: “At 
Heronsgate, we believe in 
embracing new technology 
so that pupils develop 
important IT skills needed in 
the future. However, we also 
understand that new 
technologies bring new risks 
and therefore have a duty to 
help young people remain 
safe when online, whether 
inside or outside of school.” 


Parents at the school were 
also informed how to ensure 
that their children stay safe 
online. 

They were given this 
advice: 

• Know what your children 
are doing online and who 
they are talking to. Ask them 
to teach you any applications 
you have never used 

• Keep the computer in a 
family room so that you can 
share your child’s online 
experience 

• Help your children to 
understand that they are 
never to give out personal 
details online 

• If your child receives 
spam/junk email and texts, 
remind them never to believe 
them, reply to them or use 
them 

• Help your child to 
understand that some people 
lie online. They should never 
meet up with any strangers 
without an adult they trust

The BAP lays out a care 
plan for habitats and 
species that are important 
to the borough, to the 
capital and nationally. 

The plan outlines the 
importance of 

safeguarding natural 
habitats and making it 
easier for wildlife to 
access them. It also

focuses on the main 
factors affecting habitats 
and local wildlife 
populations and what 
residents can do to protect 
and conserve them. 

The council has been 
working in partnership 
with local organisations 
to draw up the BAP and 
local people were involved 
in choosing priority 
habitats and species 
which will be at the centre 
of a care plan. 

They highlighted six key 
habitats and six species 
that must be restored and 
protected to maintain the 
local ecosystem. 

Priority habitats include: 

• Acid Grassland and

• Waters Edge, Rivers, 
Ponds and Wetland

GREENWICH Council is 
getting up steam to 
reduce its own carbon 
footprint by 10 per cent 
this year. 

The very first jobs are the 
same as those at home, 
although on a much 
larger scale! Woolwich 
Town Hall had its 
windows and doors 
draught-proofed over the 
Christmas break, a 
measure that’s expected 
to save around 30 tonnes 
of carbon emissions a 
year. Just like home, the 
Town Hall has also had 
its lofts topped up, using 
the greenest insulation 
made up of recycled 
newspapers, most of 
which have been gathered 


from Tube trains. 

This measure is expected 
to save a further 11 
tonnes of carbon 
emissions. Over the next 
few weeks similar easy 
measures will be rolled 
out in other municipal 
buildings. The funding 
comes through an 
interest-free loan which 
is paid back over the next 
four years from the 
savings in energy bills. 
While these measures are 
relatively simple and 
highly effective, some of 
the biggest savings will 
be through more 
complicated technical 
projects. One involves 
making the many gas 
boilers in schools, leisure 


centres, libraries and 
other municipal buildings 
run more efficiently. 
Between April and July it 
is planned to install some 
146 of these devices 
which between them are 
estimated to save in 
excess of 1200 tonnes of 
carbon. 

The electricity supplied 
to municipal buildings 
can also be made to work 
harder through a process 
know as voltage 
optimisation. This will 
be trialled in nine 
locations with the aim of 
saving around 500 tonnes 
of carbon. Again the 
investment is provided by 
an interest-free loan paid 
back by savings 


boroughwide planning 
guidelines. Greenwich is 
also part of the South East 
London Green Chain which 
acts as a wildlife corridor 
and contributes to 
biodiversity in south 
London. 

Cllr Raj want Sidhu, 
Greenwich Council’s 
cabinet member for 


greener Greenwich said: 
“The overriding objectives 
of the plan are to restore, 
protect and connect 
priority habitats and 
species while improving 
ecosystem services, such as 
pleasant surroundings and 
clean air, land and water 
for people as well as 
habitats to benefit from. 


“The Greenwich BAP will 
be a major consideration in 
determining planning 
applications and in the 
coordination of conserving 
the borough’s biodiversity.”

The National Pandemic Flu Service was launched in England, in July last year, to provide 
assessment and treatment for people suffering from swine flu. 

With the number of swine flu cases now falling, the service will stop offering 
assessments at 1am on 11th February 2010. 

If, after this time, you think you have swine flu symptoms, you should stay at home and 
contact your GP who will be able to assess you and authorise antivirals if you need them. 

Your GP will also be able to advise you on vaccination. 


The symptoms of swine flu are a fever or a high temperature (over 38°C/100.4°F) and 
two of the following symptoms: unusual tiredness, headache, runny nose, sore throat, 
shortness of breath or cough, loss of appetite, aching muscles, diarrhoea or vomiting.

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How green is our progress? 


GREENWICH Council has 
published a progress 
report on how it is doing 
in implementing green 
policies across the board. 
This annual report gives 
a snapshot of the 
progress made, highlights 
some of the achievements 
since 2006, and identifies 
some future areas of 
improvement. 

One achievement is by 
residents in massively 
increasing recycling rates 
to among the best in the 
country, and way ahead 
of most of our London 
neighbours. Probably the 
biggest sustainability 
challenge facing us all is 
the need to reduce carbon 
emissions. 


The council was one of 
the founding ten local 
authorities to sign up to 
the 10:10 campaign which 
involves a target of 
reducing emissions by 10 
per cent by the end of 
2010. That amounts to 
over 3,000 tonnes of 
carbon dioxide and is a 
significant challenge, but 
the council is using 
various invest-to-save 
programmes to try to 
deliver these savings. 

Its own progress in 
improving the efficiency 
of council homes is 
reflected in the report. 
The SAP rating (the 
industry standard 
measure) shows that 
council homes have 


steadily improved in 
thermal efficiency. A 
further increase to a SAP 
of 72 was achieved last 
year, putting the average 
three points above the 
London average.

They all 
agreed that it wasn’t fair 
that we could just get 
water out of our taps, 
while other children can’t, 
and they wanted to know 
what they could do about 
it.” 


So the pupils decided to 
support WaterAid, the 
international charity that 
aims to change lives by 
improving access to safe 
water, hygiene and 
sanitation in the world’s 
poorest communities. 

“To kick it off we got a 
speaker in from WaterAid 
to talk to the whole school 
assembly,” said Nav. “He 
showed lots of 
photographs of 

countries that many of 
the children were 
familiar with, 

perhaps because 

they have family 
there. 

“I looked into it 
and found that the 
WaterAid slogan is 
‘Buckets of Pennies 
for Buckets of Water’ 
and the children came up 
with the idea of collecting 
spare change. 

“Many of them spoke to 
their grandparents and got 
money from them, and 
looked for coins that had 
fallen down the sides of 
chairs and sofas. They also 
gave money they received 
from helping out at home, 
and one girl handed over 
her pocket money, saying 
she would rather it was 
used by WaterAid.” 

More than £100 has been 
collected already, and at 
the end of term it will be 
sent off to the charity. 

“Apart from helping 
WaterAid, it’s also a good 
way for the children to 
learn about how to deal 


and count it up,” said Nav. 
“Pennies are collected in 
smaller tins, and the 
children put it into a 
bucket and counted it up 
at the end of each week so 
it can go into the school 
safe. 

“We are planning a 
special assembly after 
half-term when the 
children will show what 
they have done, sing 
special songs and perform 
a water dance they have 
made up. So it’s a really 
fantastic way of raising 
the children’s awareness 
that they are part of a 
bigger community, a 
global community.”

Free cycle loans to children for training 


A CYCLING group that encourages 
locals of all ages to get on their 
bikes narrowly missed out on a 
national award. 

The Young Lewisham and 
Greenwich Cyclists were the 
runners up in the Public Body 
category of the Social Change 
Awards last autumn. 

The awards, organised by the 
Directory of Social Change, celebrate 
and recognise groups and individuals 
that are committed to making a positive 
impact on society, and the young bikers 
were among three finalists. 

Their nomination was in recognition of 
their campaign to get more young 
people and families cycling in the 
boroughs of Lewisham and Greenwich. 

The Young Cyclists have a pool of 
children’s bicycles which are offered free 
for cycle training and they also organise 
family bike rides so all ages can enjoy 
the sport together. 

Teacher Tom Crispin who co ordinates 
the group has won two TfL Cycling 
Communities Awards and a Smarter 
Travel Award for his work with the 
Young Cyclists. He said: “When asked, 
nearly a third of primary school pupils 
and over 1 in 7 secondary school pupils 
say their preferred mode of transport 
to school is the bicycle, yet only 
1 in 50 primary school pupils Light

“Loaning quality children’s bikes to 
those who have no bike of their own is 
an important part of the project as it 
particularly benefit children from low 
income households and cultural 
minority groups where there may be no 
history of cycling in the family,” Tom 
added.

Council promise 
to ease riders 


COUNCIL workers who want to cycle to 
work could find it much easier. 

Greenwich Council has signed up to 
the government’s Cycle to Work 
Guarantee which requires employers to 
meet a series of measures making it 
easier for workers to cycle to work. 

They include providing safe, secure 
bike parking and changing and locker 
facilities. 

Greenwich has been offering many of 
these measures under its Cycle To Work 
scheme which it’s set to have in place 
for April 1. 

The borough also holds regular 
cyclists’ breakfast events and aims to 
work with local cycle shops to provide 
repairs and other support for cycling 
workers. It means the council will have 
met the highest standards under the 
Cycle to Work Guarantee placing it 
among the most cycle friendly 
employers. Greenwich Council’s deputy 
leader Cllr Peter Brooks said: “As one of 
the major employers in the borough it’s 
important that we help our staff find 
alternative means of going to and from 
work. We want to help more people to 
cycle into work and the measures we 
have introduced go some way in lifting 
the barriers that might stop people 
getting on their bikes. 

“If more of us cycled to work it would 
cut rush hour congestion which in turn 
would mean faster journey times and 
reduced carbon emissions. It all results 
in a healthier, fitter workforce and 
those who do cycle will find it a more 
economical way to get around so there 
are benefits for both employer an 
employee.” 


Free loans cut energy bills 


BUSINESSES can apply for 
interest free loans to help them 
reduce their energy bills and 
tackle climate change. 

It means small firms can 
replace energy-guzzling heating, 
air conditioning systems or other 
equipment with new energy 
efficient upgrades. 

The loans are available from the 
Carbon Trust, a government 
company which helps firms 
reduce carbon emissions through 
practical advice and support. 

The trust is offering interest 
free loans of up to £500,000 to 
help businesses upgrade to more 
efficient equipment and cut 
energy bills. 

No security is required for the 
business loans and the scheme is 
designed so that savings in 
energy costs cover monthly 
repayments. 

In addition, any new equipment 
may also qualify for 100% tax 


relief in the first year. 

Loans are available to small and 
medium sized companies with 
fewer than 250 full time staff and 
less than £43m turnover. They 
can be used to upgrade lighting, 
refrigeration, air conditioning, 
power units, boilers, compressors 
and insulation. 

Repayments are calculated 
according to the energy savings 
with monthly repayments set for 
a maximum four years. 

Companies that have already 
taken advantage of the scheme to 
reduce their energy bills include: 

• Nursery retailer 
PreciousLittleOne which 
installed an energy-efficient 
radiant heating system with a 
loan of £10,000 - and is achieving 
annual energy savings of over 
£5,000. 

• Office space providers, Boon & 
Sons who installed fast-reacting 
motion sensors with a £5,200 loan 


that is giving them annual 
energy savings of £3,600, and 

• Precision Engineering Plastics 
which has had three 0% loans, 
totalling £67,685 and are now 
saving £26,435 a year in energy 
costs. 

“Upgrading to the latest energy 
efficient equipment can help 
many companies reduce 
energy costs, modernise 
production and become more 
competitive. And with few 
businesses keen to take out loans 
for capital investment right now, 
the Carbon Trust’s government 
funded 0% business loans are the 
perfect solution,” said a Carbon 
Trust spokesman.

THIS fortnight, come 
rain or shine - or freezing 
cold - 1 have been 
pounding the streets 
with my trusty 
pedometer clipped to my 
waist. 

On the 22nd I was

I aim for 10,000 steps 
every day and if I don’t 
achieve that during the 
day, then I’ll pop out for a 
quick walk in the 
evening after dinner.

It uses up excess energy 
as well as being an 
opportunity to burn off 
extra calories and... oh 
my goodness!

patrols 
target 
irresponsible 
dog owners 
on housing 
estates

ALL dog owners who 
were stopped by council 
enforcement officers 
during a Dog Control 
exercise had their pets 
on a lead. 

It’s a sign that the 
message about the 
borough’s newly- 

introduced Dog Control 
Orders is getting through 
say enforcement officers. 

A team from 
Neighbourhood Services 
led the Dog Control 
exercise on the Meridian 
Estate in Greenwich town 
centre last Wednesday. 
They were joined by 
estate wardens, / 

members of the Safer 
Neighbourhoods Team 
and councillors. 

The exercise, the 
latest in the West area of 
the borough, is designed 
to raise awareness of the 
Dog Control Orders which 
came into force across the 
whole borough in 
November last year. 

The orders require dog 
owners to clean up after 
their dogs and to keep 
them on leads in public 
areas except in designated 
areas. The rules also say 
that dog walkers can only 
have up to four dogs under 
their control. 

The orders were 
introduced after a public 
consultation showed 
overwhelming support and 
are designed to help make 
Greenwich cleaner, 

greener and safer. 

Dog Control exercises are 
carried out every six to 
eight weeks in different 
parts of the borough. In 
recent weeks the 
enforcement team in the 
West area have been 
targeting the bigger 
estates and schools in 
Greenwich. They’ve been 
handing out green dog 
waste bags and leaflets 
which explain what the

Dog Control Orders mean, 
the exclusion zones and 
how people can be fined. 
Dog owners who refuse to 
comply with the orders can 
face an on-the-spot fine of 
£75 or be taken to court 


where they could be 
fined up to £1,000. The 
dog waste bags are also 
available from local 
libraries, council 
offices and from the 
Tourist Information 
Centre in Greenwich. 
Cllr Maureen O’ Mara, 
the council’s cabinet 
member for 

neighbourhood services, 
said: “Most dog owners are 
responsible but a 
significant minority let 
their dogs run around and 
don’t clear up after them. 
This causes a nuisance and 
we are keen to make sure 
people don’t suffer from 
other people’s dogs.” 

She added: “These dog 
control events provide 
publicity in order to put 
more pressure on dog 
owners who allow their 
dogs to foul public places. 
They are all about raising 
awareness and they’re 
proving successful with 
owners taking notice. 

“There are a small 
number of dog owners who 
let their dogs off the lead. 
We are trying to get the 
message across that all 
dogs must be on the lead at 
all times when walking 
them on the estates.”

I F getting green fingers sounds good to 
you, then Growing Greenwich is there 
to help. The new project, backed by a 
£360,000 ‘Local Food’ grant from the 
Lottery, is aiming to go round the 
borough, visiting schools and community 
groups who are interested in finding out 
more. 

Trainee gardeners will learn how to grow their 
own food, create their own compost and get 
success without the use of pesticides. 

Pioneers of the new scheme include Discovery 
Children's Centre, Battery Road, Thamesmead, 
and James Wolfe Primary School in Randall 
Place, Greenwich. Six-week courses are due to 
start at both venues towards the end of April. 

Growing Greenwich is being led by Davey 
Haydock-Wilson from Greenwich Co-operative 
Development Agency (GCDA) and his newly- 
appointed colleague Helen Carey, a trained 
teacher who’ll be specifically working with 
schools. The team is working closely with 
Greenwich Council, NHS Greenwich, Age 
Concern and Trust Thamesmead. 

Growing Greenwich is based at the new GCDA 
offices on the industrial estate off Norman Road 
- a few yards from Greenwich railway station. 
Helen, who already does workshops in food and 
farming in East London, told GT: “Our first 
courses in schools and children’s centres will 
cover quite basic food-growing with the aim of 
encouraging teachers and families to form 
their own gardening clubs.” 

Growing Greenwich is working in 
conjunction with the food growing 
project run by Greenwich Council’s day 
services for adults with learning 
disabilities, next-door to Woodlands 
Farm on Shooters Hill. It’s also in 
partnership with ‘Capital Growth’, 
which aims to get as many London 
boroughs as possible growing their \ 
own by the end of 2012, leaving a 
lasting green legacy after the 
Olympics.

Housing applicants are placed within ‘Bands’ according 
to the Council’s policy for letting homes. Your band 
information is on the letter that the Council sent you when 
you registered, or when your circumstances changed. 

Property adverts say which band can apply and any other criteria. 
When all the bids are received, the property is then offered to: 

For properties advertised for band A and band B - 

the applicant who has had this priority status for the longest time. 

For properties advertised for band C applicants - 

the applicant who has been registered on the Council’s list for the 
longest time. 


Band 

is for applicants in unsatisfactory housing, including 
people moving due to demolition and those 
underoccupying their homes. 

is for applicants the council must prioritise according 
to the law, particularly homeless people, and others 
with an urgent need to move for medical or welfare 
reasons. 

C is for all applicants on the housing register, including those 
that are in priority bands A and B. 


How do I apply? 


Get on the list 

O First, you’ve got to be on the housing waiting list to join the scheme. 

If you’re not, get an application form by phoning the Access and Allocations 
Section on 020 8921 2941 . Or pick up a form from any neighbourhood office. 


Find your applicant number 

O lt will be on the letter you’ve already had from the Council about the 
new scheme. You’ll need that number and the reference number of 
the property you’re after, which will be on the advert.

V were the names

the singles and LP covers 
{Lennon- McCartney). 

They told every aspiring 
songster in the Sixties - yes, 
you DID have to live them - 
that not only could you break 
through and be successful in 
popular music but you could 
(if you had the talent) actually 
create your own songs and 
become that magical 
description, “singer- 
songwriter”. 

They sprang up like crocuses 
in the UK and America, most 
notably over there in the form 
of God-given Robert Allen 
Zimmerman, and spawned an 
era of popular music never to 
be equalled. One result was 
that the music we suffered in 
the mid-to-late Fifties - Dennis 
Lotis, Dickie Valentine and 
Alma Cogan spring painfully 
to mind - was killed off like an 
extra in Midsomer Murders.

THE electric powered G-WIZ is 
the oldest car here. It is also 
the slowest, the ugliest, and 
the one you would not want to 
be seen dead in. In fact there 
are few redeeming features, 
and it appears to be aimed at 
people who hate driving, 
rather seeing it as simple A to 
B stuff. With the worst 
handling you’ll find in this 
list, if not the world, and the 
fact that you get so little for 
your money, is shocking, 
pardon the pun. On the plus 
side there is a new L-ion 
version which will give twice 
the range but for double its 
current £7,500 price tag. 


FISKER is a small firm from 
that most green-friendly place, 
California USA, and with the 
introduction of the Karma-S, 
the company has shown that 
there is room for both Eco and 
street cred. The world’s first 
plug-in electro-petrol hybrid 
convertable, it has an 
impressive top speed and drop- 
dead good looks make this a 
real contender. The only down 
side is that it only comes in 
left hand drive. Oh, and the 
price, which is expected to be 
significantly higher than the 
current Fisker Karma model. 
And that has a price of 
£54,900. Ouch. 


TOYOTA'S 10 makes the list 
due to its DVLA status as a 
Grade A (low emissions) car. 
However I think we should 
all take a moment to 
appreciate how good this car 
really is. It is the only car 
here running purely on 
regular petrol and does 54 
MPG. It also has tons more 
kit than the G-wiz and Ev’ie 
for a fraction of the cost of 
the Karma-S at under £10k. 
After-thought back seats

Like the G-Wiz, the CITROEN

Over the years, Greenwich 
Council has supported the 
campaign by organising and 
promoting Fairtrade events 
including an annual fashion 
show, Fairtrade markets and 
a visit to the borough by a 
special Fairtrade bus. The 
council has also encouraged 
local businesses, schools and 
community organisations to 
stock, sell or use Fairtrade 


products. 

In 2006 the borough was 
awarded Fairtrade Status for 
its commitment to the cause. 

Next month the borough is 
jointly hosting a Fairtrade 
Market with Lovethatstuff - 
which imports Fairtrade 
products from around the 
world. 

The market is at the Eltham 
Centre in Archery Road, 
Eltham, from 11am to 4pm on 
Saturday, March 6. 


Stalls will showcase gifts, 
cards, jewellery, clothing, 
accessories and household 
products. 

Barb Wilson, who runs 
Lovethatstuff, has been in 
India and Nepal working with 
three producer groups. She 
said: “All the goods are 
handmade and buying them 
makes a huge difference to 
some of the world’s poorest 
people. 

“Fairtrade focuses 


wonderfully on the people 
who produce the goods but 
the customer is equally 
important. Fairtrade only 
works as a two-way process 
and you can really make a 
huge difference to someone’s 
life when you buy Fairtrade.”

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Small business must get online 
to enjoy net gains of the web 


MANY small businesses are 
missing out because they 
have no presence on the world 
wide web. 

A poll by Business Link in 
London found that almost 
half (45.4 per cent) of the 500 
London entrepreneurs 

surveyed admit they do not 
have a website while 62.6 per 
cent said they didn’t need one. 

The free business advisory 
service found that businesses 
in the manufacturing 
industries topped the list of 
businesses without a website. 
However, over half of the 
retail, catering and leisure 
businesses questioned also 
lacked websites. 

Business adviser Tony 
Cattermole said: “The results 


prove that there is a digital 
divide among London’s small 
and medium sized businesses 
- those that embrace the 
Internet as an important 
component of their business 
and those that think they can 
do without. That mindset 
could hamper their road to 
recovery. Websites are a cost- 
effective way of generating 
sales, reaching customers and 
launching new products and 
services.” 

Research from Google shows 
that online sales account for 
17p of every pound spent in 
the UK and that online retail 
sales grew 14% over the last 
year. 

“Going online has become 
second nature to many 


customers which is why small 
businesses are potentially 
missing out. Having a website 
so customers can find you is 
the first step, but many 
businesses can also benefit 
from selling online,” Tony 
added. 

The Business Link in 
London poll found that 
women entrepreneurs are 
leading the way for those that 
do have websites, in 
comparison to their male 
counterparts (58.2% vs. 50%). 
But even those that do have a 
site may not be using them to 
their full potential as many 
entrepreneurs admitted that 
increasing sales and 
promoting goods and services 
are not key priorities for 


them. 

“Websites should not be 
static - they need to 
constantly evolve to reflect 
changes in customers’ needs, 
the economy and business 
competitors. The ultimate 
goal is to meet the ever 
changing needs of your 
customers,” Tony stressed.

all about the other things as 
well and this scheme is the 
perfect way to get it across to 
them, as well as emphasising 
how important the other 
qualifications are to them in 
life.” 

Steve, 49, who was already 
working as a community 
coach with Charlton, was 
brought in at the start of the 
project a year ago. 

He started his own career 
at Crystal Palace, where he 
spent seven years, followed 
by five at Millwall and five at 
Gillingham. 

“This has been a challenge, 
for me as well as the 23 lads,” 
he said. “It was something 
different but you just put 
your coaching into it so that 
everyone gets something 
from it.
